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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US Patent No. 5,544,540 to Holman (Holman '540) in view of US Patent No. 3,135,213 to 
Smith et al. (Smith). 

Holman '540 discloses in figure 3, a fluid pump mounted within a transmission reservoir 
comprising a pump housing; a pump element; a pumping chamber having an intake port and an 
exit port; at least one other intake port 61 or exit port 62 derived from porting configured in a 
surface adjacent to and not integral with the pump; but does not disclose said pump element 
operatively connected to an electric motor wherein said motor is disposed in said pump housing. 
However, Smith teaches in the Figure a submersible motor pump comprising, inter alia, a pump 
element operatively connected to an electric motor; said motor disposed within a pump housing. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify the apparatus of Holman '540 in view of the teachings of Smith to connect 
said pump element to an electric motor so as to eliminate the need to connect said pump element 
to a driven shaft or gear of the transmission and provide operation of said pump when said 
transmission is not operated. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 and 1 1-22 have been fully considered 
but are deemed persuasive. Applicant miss-characterizes the structure of Smith as having two 
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separate and distinct housings. The fact that Smith refers to a motor casing 16 and an impeller 
housing 48 is irrelevant to the structure disclosed therein. The pump element of Smith is, in as 
much as is the motor of the present invention, disposed within the pump housing. That is, the 
wall of Smith that is positioned between the pump element and the motor is part of the pump 
housing and that housing surrounds the motor. Claim 2 of the present invention further 
evidences this point by requiring a "wall separating the motor from the pumping chamber" (see 
also Figure 2 of the present invention). If the structure of the present invention comprises a 
motor "disposed within" a pump housing and "a wall separating the motor from the pumping 
chamber" so to does the reference combination set forth above. Accordingly, the combination 
set forth above meets the claimed limitations. 

Additionally, the examiner recognizes that references cannot be arbitrarily combined and that 
there must be some reason why one skilled in the art would be motivated to make the proposed 
combination of primary and secondary references. In re Nomiya, 184 USPQ 607 (CCPA 1975). 
However, there is no requirement that a motivation to make the modification be expressly articulated. 
The test for combining references is what the combination of the disclosures taken as a whole would 
suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. In re Simon, 174 USPQ (CCPA 1972); In re McLaughlin, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA1971). References are evaluated by what they suggest to one versed in the art, 
rather than by their specific disclosures. In re Bozek, 163 USPQ 545 (CCPA 1969).
